Loudon in his vsluahle work, 
Eneyclopwdia nf Agritiillure. timet in hii pre- 
liminary dissertation on the climate* of tht 
U lube, that within 33 degrees en enrh aide of 
flic Line, rnoiature alcme is required in ordinary 
oases for agricultural erops, that a more dimm 
limit requires moisture and manure together, 
and beyond that, manure only. Now the 
latitude of Sydney and the ndtoinint; coun- 
ties. Is about the extremity of the first 
Utalt kit lays down, and It may therefore be 
conceded that we require the union of 
both stimulant*, for tha ptoaperity of our Held 
snd golden husbandrr. 1 am delighted to ob- 
serve the attention now excited tu the cultiva- 
tion of the various ■rtiliclil grasses, as cloven, 
and sanfnuie in fenced psddncks. for 
winter feeding sod fattening nf stork i in fsct, 
doing wiih.ni a Umlled apace, with muoh better 
esfcet, and infinitely greater convenience, what 
was hitherto dona by the stock roamuli at 
large in thu buah, whete Ihey often minted 
from bad weather and virion* casualties.

(From the Mfi» t J«ne 29.) 
Thk grind annual debate on iba cora- 
laui haa turned out a duller affair than 
ever this year. The plain troth is, that 
l hi- reitv.l of rarnnlrrcial pros|ie(ily haa 
si tiled I he an th corn -law agitattmi,' and 
that the steam will never be got up again 
Liuti] ive hare had une or (wo bail har- 
vests and a recurrence of manufacturing 
distress. Mir agricultural itiU-rrs! hare 
it all their own way at long as corn is 
cheap ntid trade ftootl. I'Var people are 
|ihito!»[iphera enough to care much tor the 
future, and unless (lie shoe actually 
pinches, there is no getting up an t-ifcetive 
agitation abmit anv political grievance 
Mnimfaeturers are all too busy spinning 
•ollort, stamping calico, and making hay 
while the sun shine*, to think much uf 
making provision fur a rainy day ; and 
the farmer, siifTering under the low prices 
ot agricultural produce, is Irss ihmt ever 
(lisp med (o Listen to a rrducti'in nf pro' 
It'eliou, Accordingly. Mr. Villiers'a tno 
tion is irk liy cieri' cue tn be a mere 
Curhri, which rail lead for the |ireseiil til nil 
practrcai resttlt, and which presents 
inill.ing but n succeasion ol lung weary 
sum* speeches atniul topics which have 
been long since thoroughly exhausted. 
We are by no means sure that his wiaeit 
course would not bare been to jrtiilpoo* 
the discussion sine i/tr, until (hers 
was a prospect of its leading to sotncihinK 
more effectual than t waste of two or three 
nights in the dog-days in unprofitable 
haranguing. It i* always dangerous for a 
cause when it comes (o be associated in 
in the public mind with ideal of tedium 
sod cuuuL Ihe ballot waa, attme time, 
a promising enough topic . but, somehow 
or mher, what between Mr, Grnte's jihilo 
sopltical speeches mid the fl'rtlmiaslrr 
Hn'itie'i philusophicnl articles, it came tn 
be linked willi the Diuinous word baire/ 1 
and was at list yawned out of sight as an 
unmitigated nuisance. This fate will 
never bi-lal the corn-law uiiestini. hecnusr 
it is a nes ti no of great prac Ileal impor- 
tance, which contains within it the germs 
ot life really to be developed at any md- 
ment in the congenial atinusnliere of de- 
ficient harvests an. 1 co rn mr rrj al emits real*- 
meuls. ll is a question wlncli may lie 
postpoaed or siisfrrinlril, but can never 
lie extinguished : and low as it now ap- 
|ic.iis, it ionv, in two or L'irw vi-jst.^ linin 
this time, if slip ttnrili sriuls u» an ■»■ sfc - 
tiial luting lilnst, or (be watery West punts 
forth its rleluget on our ripening crops, 
sta'k the laud hkr a gianr, and shake 
Ministers with (he tramp nf its toot. I,u( 
1 in the mean time, we are inclined to think 
that the i^ucsiiun suffers trom the exist- 
ence and advocacy- of the league. Tbe 
mere fact of an association agitating 
yeir after year, without making per- 
ceptible prc^rcs, is calculated to da- 
uui^e a cause. Association, sod all the 
orgiiniied machinery of ablation, are only 
usel ill when they grow out of an already 
existing in \- s of discoateut, and represent 
a |K>pul*r leeling, rather than labunr to 
create it. Organised agitation also always 
provoke* much mora inveterate hostility, 
and arrays a greater amount ol passion and 
prejudice against it, (ban if it had nsaaiued 
in the latent state, and acted only by the 
accustomed channels nf public opinion. Il 
is by no means improbable that if the 
landed interrtts had uot been pushed by 
the altacli* of the League, and il the 
still ires had not felt it a point of honour to 
yield nothing to th* dictation of cotton- 
spinners, t^ir Robert Peel tnij£ht ere now 
have been in a position to make . consi- 
derably further advance lowanls tree trade 
than he haa been enabled tn do. Th*re is 
a good deal of sense in what Lord John 
Uussell observed, that the only prospect 
of a satislactury settlement was r.ow to he 
found, not in lucking up the corn -laws as 
an isolated question, but in dealing with 
them as part of a com prehensile reform 
of cniumercial policy, embracing a variety 
of other topics. IsO many psssions are en- 
listed on eitlierside iu the discussion, thatit 
is scarce I V possible to approach it in aca|ni 
and impartial frame of mind, unless when 
it is presented under a new aspect, which 
no louder involves a personal triumph or 
defeat to Cobdeu, lluckingliam, or this or 
that denouncer uf monopoly nr advocate of 
protect Ion. For (he present, however, it 
is clear enough that any prospect of such 
a settlement is sufficiently remote, and 
thai wc must lie control to hope tlist (he 
bounty of rrorideoce, in sending ua plenti- 
ful harvests, may long continue to render 
.the discuassion about Bliding-scalrs and 
Used duties rather a matter of prospective 
provision than of passing necessity. 

The most marked feature perhaps about 
the present debate was tlie strsence uf the 
In take de- 1 leatliiig Whigs, who left tbe Leaguers and 
Radicals to speak to empty benches. Pro- 
bably Lord John rtueaell bare rn miirl tlie 
Hudibrutic adage respecting the advantage 
of " running away in order to fight another 
day," and (nought it nh>it to sustain from 
taking any part iu a division which must 
commit him either to the cause of protec- 
tion nr of free trade. We cannot ssy ranch 
in praise of the magnanimity of this pro- 
ceeding j but it haa at lease the merit 
uf being prudent. tf the Whigs had 
struct, boldly in same lime ago, during 
the priod of commercial distress, in favour 
of aneitended application of lite principles 
of free trade as a means of relieving the 
country Trom its embarrassments, Ihey 
might have commanded general support, 
and enlisted public opinion on (heir aide. 
Bui the opportunity was suffered to pass 
by, and now it 11 clear (hat while the 
present season of prosperity lasts, not 
even the accession of the Whigs would in- 
fuse fresh life into tlie Languishing anti- 
corn -law agitatiuu, while it would alienate 
a eonaiderable number of their iriuocratic 
supporter*. Accordingly, with commend- 
able prudence, the leading Whi^s keep 
themselves ill reserve, ami nWain ab far 
as possible from committing 1 be in sclies to 
any decided step.

The impulse ghren by hi. mighty 
genius has b*en followed up in every di- 
rection ; and lowm, village*, schools, 
churclte*, hospitals manufacture*, and 
arsenals, have sprung into existence 
throughout Ihe wide extent of European 
fiusiia, witba rapidity which is only sur- 
passed by (It* achievements of the Anglo- 
Saxon race in the Western States of 
America. 

It tl evi ! nt, also, that in the case of 
England and Russia, the deslio es of the 
two nations are as yet not half accom- 
plished. The continual expansion of our 
population a d cnuimere* ia loreiiig us 
every day more and more into contact 
with the old forms of ci vilis.tion and re- 
ligion iu the East. Our stesm-ltoal* and 
cummercinl travellers are ao many mia- 
lionarici preaching lealously against the 
traditions of fl rah mi n and Confucius. A 
mighty change is evidently at band among 
the vast masses of population, who s re by 
the daily progress of even la becoming more 
and more subject to (he iuftuetiee af Eng- 
land, uf Bnglivli HcirnCL', vellgiun, and civili* 
catiun. Nor ii it less evident that the seeds 
which we are sowing iu Auairnlia, New 
Zealand, and all over the touthera bemi- 
•p' ere, contain the germs of empires, in 
many rases likelr to exceed the parent 
State, while the vast continent of North 
America is being rapidly occupied by a 
innlatian of English descent, governed 
English laws, and speaking the language 
England. 

It 11 equally evident that (he destinies of 
I Russia are as yet far trom being accom- 
I plished. Every day shows more clearly 
tht unpopularity of continuing to bolster 
up much longer tbe Mahometan govern- 
ments which crush beneath their iron yoke 
•o m*ny of tbi fairest provinces of the 
ancient' world. That Russia will in due 
course of time become the instrument for 
drilling Ibe neater portion of the East 
I into order and civilisation can aenrctly be 
1 doubted. The fall or Constantinople may 
1 be delayed by diplomatic combinations, 
1 but sooner or later it mual eventually fall 
into tbe hands of Russia, or become 
subject to bir absolute control. Such, 
also, must evidently be tbe destiny of the 
. Roumelis and all ihe northern pirt of 
[ Aeia Minor. The sympathies ot religion 
/ ilone are sufficient to insure a predomi- 
nance to Russian inflornca wherever the 
mill of the population adheres to the 
Greek Church, and Ihe progress of events 
is every day iucreaiing the enormous di*> 
parity in strength and resources lietweeti 
the riling empire ol the C-asr and her 
diniepit rivals. In another generation 
Russia, by the natural development uf her 
internal resources, will be an empire ol 
I^r>,utltl,rlutJ of souls, with a revenue of 
£:'!<), OUvVKH or M6i),{WI,M>Q sterling, 
The conrsuest of Turkey will be hardly a 
more difficult achievement for her ihin 
that af Hciude or Gnreliur wae for tbe 
might of Britain. .Diplomatic combina 
(ions cannot for ever contend with destiny, 
and protocols are po .veriest to reverse the 
decisions ol Pate. Rusaia will drive Ma- 
bomelanism back to its native desert, and 
reconquer for Chriilienity and civilisation 
the ancient empire ot Cunslauttu*. Tucre 
cbq be no more reasonable doubt of this 
than (hat English will a hundred year, 
hence lie the native language at Sydney 



be guaranteed from reaching the ear of a 
Cabinet Minister, and, worse than that, 
of a Minister'* officials. The apprehen- 
sion* of commerci*) failures, the impending 
losses in the share-market, tha anticipa- 
tiou* of a rise or fall in prise s everything 
which to a mercantile community renders 
security, no leu than facility of corre- 
spondence, a nutter of grive import— all 
these nay at listed limes be notified to a 
Minister, and published to the world. 

But it is laid that great emergencies 
demand the occasional exercise of a power 
which, however despotic when carried to 
excess, is neverthaleis acknowledged bv 
the statute law ol the land, True. l'r 
may happen that such emergencies require 
the tension ol executive authority : no on* 
doubts it. And when such emergencies 
do arise, and ire recognised by public 
opiuion, they justify (he application of 
harsh meiaurcs. But this eoustilules the 
very gist of our complaint. No such 
emergency has been demonstrated. No 
r*se has been stated. The Home Secre- 
tary contented himself willi declaring, in 
pneral terms, that there were reasons for 
liis conduct. Hut the House was not 
satisfied with this, nor will the country 
be ao. We want facta and circumstances. 
We want such evidence as would aatisly 
any reasonable man, or any act of men, 
that the Home Secretary wat morally 
justified in the course which he pursued. 
The whole question is one of constitutions] 
rights, and nothing else. Mr. Manioi's 
character and uibil* and society are no, 
thing to (he point, unless connected 
with some certain or probable evidence of 
evil intentions or treason able plots. We 
know nothing, and care nothing about 
him. tie may be the moat worthless and 
most i scions creature in (he world. But 
thia is no reason of itself why hie letters 
should be detained and opened. The only 
reason by which eucb s harsh proceeding 
could be explained and defended — the 
belief of some criminal design on hie part 
— was not assigned. The Minister de- 
prived Manini ol hie letters and bit cha- 
racter at once ; but offered neither 
reparation nor explanation. The world, 
therefore, il left to imagine every con- 
ceivable ground of suspicion ngainit a man 

nothing but the most extraordinary cir- 
cumstances could palliate, and the most 
dangerous precedent has been eatablished 
of a Cabinet Minister stretching the pre 
rogatire of his office even to (he violation 
of honour and of liberty, and then shelter- 
ing himself under an arbitrary construction 
of a constitutional act. Such are the uses 
to which responsible government may be 
turned.
